Marysville 
‘Strikers’ 
Down To 18 


The striking inmates at the 
Marysville Reformatory for 
Women, which has entered 
died from 56 to 18, states 
Bennett J. Cooper, Ad- 
ministrator of the Ohio Depar- 
tment>of Rehabilitation and 
Correction. 

Cooper said the 18 of the 
original 81 strikers, are being 
confined to an’ isolated cot- 
tage. In continuing the work- 
stoppage and sit-down de- 
monstration, he-said they-are 
being “unreasonable.” 

As a matter of fact, he said 
they have received most 
everything they requested. He 
doesn't know why they are 
continuing ‘the strike, but “I 
do know that they are making 
sure they will stay in prison 
longer,” he added. 

Concerning the press 
being reportedly banned from 
the institution, Cooper said 
that isn’t true. He said repor- 
ters are” permitted-at-the- in- 
stitution, but they will not be 
allowed to interview the 
striking inmates. 

He also said the Internal 
Affairs Board has the respon- 
sibility of deciding what 
penalties to be meted out to 
the striking women, He fur- 
ther said-he did not know the 
race ratio of the strikers.

State Board Probing

COLUMBUS -- A full scale 
investigation of the burial of 
an unembaimed body by an 
Oberlin, Ohio funeral home, 
has been launched by the 
State Board of Embaimers 
and Funeral Directors, The 
CALL. & POST learned this 
week, 

The investigation evolves 
around the startling discovery 
of the naked body of a 63- 
year-old man, whose un- 
embalmed._body was. found 
face down after the family 
had it exhumed at an Oberlin 
cemetery on Jan. 31. 

-The family of Eugene 
Graves became alarmed after 
learning of his death in an 
Oberlin nursing home and his 
burial without their knowl 
edge, initiated. the investiga- 
tion which led to the 
shocking discovery. 

A further examination re- 
vealed that the body was in- 
terred without being em- 
balmed.

When the incredible story 
first broke. Mrs. Vivian Rey 
Northeutt. administrator of 
the Wiggins Nursing Home in 
Oberlin. where Graves was 
being treated for nervous 
breakdown for the past two 
years. said she had spent 
“enough money or thar mary. 
‘l was not about to spend any 


more money on him,” she 
asserted 
She further claimed that 


She had. bought clothing and 
toileteries for two years for 
the-retired-butcher:So when 
he died she went no further 
than making a telephone call 
that-night to Mrs--John-T 
(Mildred) Whitmore, daughter 
of the dead man to notify her 
of his death, 

“But the operator told me 
that it was not a working 
she said. When 
asked if she had considered 
contacting the family through 
another means. Mrs. North- 
cutt said that it bothered her 
that she couldn't get in touch 
with the family. so she wrote 
them a letter. 

A handwritten note about 
her father’s death was not re- 
ceived by Mrs. Whitmore until 


Dec. 16, 1972. Graves died on- 


Dec. 3rd : 

“ve never in my life heard 
of anything like this before,” 
the incensed daughter of the 
dead man complained to The 
GALL & POST. "There are 
telegram Services, the police 
or she could have sent me a 
special delivery.” 

To this, Mrs. Northcutt said 
angrily. “They didn't care 
anything about him. They 
never came up here to see 
him, And the only reason they 
are making so much fuss now 


is because they want to 
collect the insurance 
money.” 


“Not so.” said Mrs, Whit- 
more. She said that she can 
prove that she and other 
members of his tamily 
(Graves had nine grown chil- 
dren and was divorced) 
visited their father at the nur- 
sing..home.on numerous oc- 
casions 

“My .mother, Mrs. Gertha 
Franklin, Graves former wife, 
has even tlown in trom Cali- 
fornia a couple of times to 
see him.” said Mrs. Whit- 
more: 

Mrs. Northcutt, however. in- 
sisted that Graves only had 
two visits from his daughter, 
the first in August of 1971 
and the second in July of 
1972. 

The condition of the body 
wasn't discovered until it was 
exhumed and brought to 
Cleveland. Arrangements had 
been made by Mrs. Whitmore 
to have an autopsy performed 
at the Forest City Hospital, 
but after seeing the body in 
an advanced stage of decom- 
position, the Pathotogist 
refused. 

According to Graves’ death 
certificate, he died of an 
“bleeding ulcer,” but the 
family..has_cepeatedly. stated 
“we will not rest until we find 

~out-what-actuatly-caused our 
father's death.’ * 

On February, Feb. 9,Graves 
‘was re-interred” in” a marked 
grave in Evergreen Memorial 
Park Cemetery. just-north of 
Bedford's Corporated- Limits. 

It was ironical, that after all 
of the furor, public recrimi- 
nations and anxieties caused 
by the disinterment. Graves 
was buried again, inthe same 
manner he was unearthed, 
with the exception of burying 
him face up. His body was 
still unclothed: 

Because of the autopsy 
and the advanced stage of 
decomposition the requests 
of the family that he be 
clothed could not be fulfilled.

Council for Human Relations 
are looking into the feasibility 
of carrying out the suit. 

The proposed court case 
seeks an injunction directing 
the Columbus Board of 
Education to refrain from 
spending money, including 
bond issue funds, “to create 
new segregated schools and 
classrooms." 

It also seeks “court review 
of all building plans to ensure 
that school con- 
Struction/location __ factors, 
and related considerations 
such as size, curriculum of- 
fetings, attendance areas, 
faculty assignments and tran- 
sportation policies will ac- 
tually result in_ ‘integrated’ 
educational opportunities,” 
and “court monitoring of data 
on student and tacutty 
characteristics to ensure 
adequate compliance.” 

Explaining the reasoning 
behind the suit, the Project 
QUIET proposal states: 
“While recognizing the Col- 
umbus-need—for-educationat 
facilities, the proposed legal 
action recognizes that. the 
Columbus Board of Educa- 
tion should be required to ex- 


pend taxpayer monies for 
facilities that will serve in- 
tegrated student populations; 
for to ... create facilities to 
serve one race or socio- 
economic group is inherently 
unequal and discriminatory.” 

“Despite Columbus Board 
of Education policies af- 
firming ‘integrated’ educa- 
tional opportunities, Board 
staffing and school con- 


struction decisions result in - 


segregated educational op- 
portunities in the majority of 
instances,” the proposal 
states. 

\t refers to Brown vs. Board 
of Education as establishing 
that segregated education in 
inherently unequal and says 
this is verified by the results 
of the Columbus. School 
Profiles. 

“The two groups have atso 
filed an employment 
discrimination case against 
the Columbus Board of 
Education with the Ohio Civil 
Rights Commission, on which 
the Commission has found 

—“probable-cause."——— 

The CACRC was the only 
group which took a public 
position opposing the Schoo! 
Bond Issue last November. -

“just a change in the shape 
of things.” 

Mayor Moody said he feels 
revenue sharing will be bene- 
ficial to the Mode! Cities area 
and the city of Columbus, al- 
though he conceded he 
doesn't really know how 
much money will be avail- 
able. 

He pointed out, though, 
that the President's budget 


does include commitments to- 


employment and other areas 
which are covered by the 
Model Cities program 

While several Mode! Cities 
programs have sources of 
funding other than Model 
Cities, there are as yet no 
indications as to whether 
these sources will provide 
additional funding in the 
amounts needed to continue 
the programs. 

The Human Resources 
Center, for instance, gets 55 
percent of its funds from the 
Franklin County Mental 
Health and Retardation 
Board. The Centers for New 
Design _workg cooperatively 
with the Columbus Board of 
Education, but whether or not 
it could continue in recog- 
nizable form without Model 
Gities funds is questionable. 

Special Revenue sharing 
funds earmarked for com- 
munity development are ex- 
pected in July of 1974 but 
many believe this will be too 
little and too late, as some 
programs will be cancelled 
before then. Present revenue 
sharing money is not avail- 
able for many programs be- 
cause it cannot be used for 
Programs which have mat- 
ching funds. 

Seward said some savings 
will be gained through 
merging of programs. Logical 
areas for combining would 
inctude housing and day care 

‘ls the model cities program 
worth saving? 

Seward reterred-to a U.S. 
Government study on crime 
which indicated a three per- 
cent decrease in crime city 
wide compared to a seven 
percent decrease in the 
Model Cities area. This, he 
Said, is-an indication of the 
impact the program is having 
in-the community. 

He said the fact that 29 pro- 
grams attracted $72 million-in 
additional funds is an “in- 
dication we were doing what 
had to be done.” 

“It is important,” he said to 
point out the void that is 
going to be caused from the 
Standpoint of money and also 
employment.” 

Seward's figures indicate 
that 9,277 jobs are generated 
by the Model Cities program. 

“feel,” Seward said, “that 
the Model Cities program in 
Golumbus-has demonstrated 
that it can cope with and im- 
prove or eliminate the overall 
bad conditions of the Model 
Cities area. It really has just 
reached the point where’ it 
can have some true meaning 
the community. It's very un- 
fortunate that at this time it is 


beingcurtailedor eliminated.” 


Seward pointed out the 
area would not have been 
eligible for_a Model Cities 
grant if the need had not 
been there since in order to 
be eligible, the area had to be 
“overrun with poverty.” 

On the problem of funding, 
he said the area has been

and denied money that 
should have been spent all 
the time. The establishment, 
he said, will have tovface up 
to its responsibilities. Mode 
Cities has demonstrated what 
can be done, he noted. 

The city, can only expand 
and grow as much as Mode!

that the planned civic center

Seward said the greatest 
hurt from the cutbacks might 
be in the “total thinking of 
the community from the 
standpoint of people having 
the feeling they're ‘going to 
do something about their 
own condition.” 

Seward is hopeful the pro- 
gram may be reinstated if 
people express their support ’ 
of Model Cities in enough 
numbers through letters to 
their Congressmen, 

One young model cities 
staff member, describing her- 
self as “a proud black regis- 
tered voter,” wrote to Senator 
Saxbe expressing her con- 
cern for the program. The let- 
ter reads, in part:

In| Washington, D.C., 
Justice Duncan said, beyond 
the impressive federal office 
buildings and general op- 
pulence of this wealthy 
nation, disadvantaged folk 
are locked into the inner city 


while others rush to the 
Suburbs. 
“This is the paradox in 


every American community 
which pounds a brutaf crack 
in the showcase of America,” 
said Justice Duncan. 

He explained that non- 
Caucasians in América nave 
peculiar problems._that 
require peculiar solutions. 
“There are ‘two avenues 
blacks can pursue,” said 
Duncan, “either integration 
or nationalism.” After listing 
the positive aspects of a 
nationalistic stance, Justice 
Duncan affirmed that he 
would rather deal with in- 
tegration since nationalism is 
ultimately impractical within 
the context of the black con- 
dition in this country. 

“Integration js the onty 
game in town worth playing,” 
Justice Duncan concluded. 

The theme of CAREB for 
1973 is “synergistic” which 
means “simply working 
together, economically, 
socially, ecologically, 
politically, and spiritually to 
provide better goods and-ser- 
vices with greater efficiency 
to the communities we 
serve.”

Capital's fortunes began’ to 
change. The Crusaders finished 9-4 in the Ohio Conference 
and 14-9 for the season. Capital won its first two games in 
the Ohio Conference Tournament but lost to_Wittenberg. 

The Chickerella magic worked again in the 1969-70 
Season when the Lutherans won the Ohio Conference with a 
13-0 record and an overall season record of 20-4. The 
Crusaders were invited to the NCAA regional tournament. In 
the Ohio Conference Tournament, the Caps again lost to Wit- 
tenberg, 

The success-of-the basketball-team- must have ignited 
the football team in. the fall of 1970. Coach Gene Slaughter 
guided the Crusaders to a share of the Ohio Conference with 
a 6-0 mark’ and°a"7-T season record. 

Because of its outstanding record in the Ohio Con- 
ference. the’Crusaders were selected to play Luther College 
in the Amos Alonzo Stagg Bow! game. which was played in 
Columbus on Nov. 28. 1970. Cap defeated the Luther Nor- 
semen 34-21, in 1970 Capital Crusaders won the Ohio Con- 

ference basketball title and were champions in football. 

in 1971 Coach Chickerella again guided the Crusaders to 
winning season with a 10-2'record in the conference and 21- 
4 record for the season.

We're playing teams 
that should be way. out of our league - the size of the schools 
is so disproportionate that some of them have physical 
education departments as big as our entire college.” 

In spite of these odds. the Crusaders finished 10-2 in the 
Ohio Conference and 19-3 for the requiar season. They won 
the Capital City Classic in Columbus on the weekend of 
December 21 and 22 and the following week upset Eau 
Clairé and Kentucky State to win the Christmas Tournament 
at Eau Claire Wisc:

open housing. minority per- 
sons are increasingly able to 
find housing in other com- 
munities to the north and east 
of Dayton, and the number of 
blacks moving to Jefferson 
Township. is declining: 


Jefferson is surrounded on 
the northern. western and 
Southern sides by either all- 
white or predominantly white 
townships. Some teachers in 
the Jefferson Township 
School System who have 
taught in adjacent districts 
feel that these ~community 
harbor a good deal of racial. 
prejudice, particularly in the 
matter of school desegre- 
gation. the report states. 

One principal is indirectly 
quoted as saying that as 
blacks have moved into the 
Township, many middie class 
whites. who. had- served—as 
pillars of the school have left. 
which. resulted in a pre- 
dictable toss of financial aid 
to the district. 

In spite of opposition the 
schoo! district decided to 
consolidate in order to make 
efficient. use._of. available 
facilities. As a result some 
2.500 of Jefferson's 2,711 
total students are now trans- 
ported by school buses 
Before the consolidation took 
place .only 2,000. children 
were bused. 

It was reported that since 
the integration of the schools 

“many white students feel 
themselves outnumbered and 
therefore tend to withdraw” 
from extracurricular ac- 
tivities. A black teacher who 
was graduated from Jefferson 
in 1964, however, recalls. that 
his black classmates also had 
“withdrawn and declined” to 
participate in extracurricular 
activities other than sports 
when they were in the 
minority eight years ago. 


It was also noted in the 
report that for various 
reasons, black and white 
students sometimes prefer 
voluntary separatism in the 
cafeteria or in certain clubs 
One high school principal 
was quoted as saying; 
“Despite the isolation, there 
is a personal camaraderie 
that allows for not only 
peaceful relations. but for 
good-natured kidding,” 
among the students.

COMMISSION SAYS: 
Nixon’s Not Enforcing 
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Equal Job Opportunity 


WASHINGTON -- (NBNS) = For the fourth time in 
three years, the U.S. Commission on Civil Rights has 
strongly criticized President Nixon for his laxity in 
leading the nation toward full equality of opportunity 


In a lengthy report released 
last week, the Commission 
cited the failure of the Presi- 
dent to live up to the Ameri- 
can Dream and promises of 
equal rights and said the 
govemment’s enforcement of 
civil rights laws was “not 
adequate or even close to it.” 

“Presidential leadership,” 
the report states, ‘has 
brought us far along the road 
toward the accomplishment 
of. international un- 
derstanding, cooperation and 
friendship with many of our 
hitherto implacable enemies. 
For this the nation should be 
grateful. 

“Presidential {|e adership 
has not yet been brought 
equally to bear on ‘the 
creation of a similar situation 
within the nation. Without the 
leadership of the President, 
this job not only becomes in- 
finitely more difficult, but a 
steady erosion of the 
progress toward equal rights, 
equal justice and equal pro- 
tection under the Con- 
stitution will occur,” the 
Commission said. , = 

The study, which was com- 
pleted last September but 
which was held up by the 
Commission because of the 
elections, is the last under 
the chairmanship of the Rev. 
‘Theodore —M.* Hésburgh, 
whose resignation was the 


first accepted in the White 
House last November 
Nonchalant 

Father Hesburgh, who ser- 
ves as president of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame and is 
now. chairman of the Over- 
seas Development Council, 
had been a frequent critic of 
the Nixon Administration for 
its. nonchalant attitude toward 
civil rights. 

In addition, the Com- 
mission said that although: it 
felt its efforts have not, thus 
far, produced “significant 
results,” it would continue to 
issue periodic reviews of 
federal civil rights en- 
forcement activities. The next 
report is planned for next 
summer. 

The. report also cited the 
lack of leadership on the part 
of departmental heads. who, 
the Commission said, have 
failed to accord top priority 
and commitment to en** 
forcement efforts. 

“=. Days pass into weeks, 
then into. months, and finally 
into years, and federal civil 
tights enforcement proceeds 
at a snail's pace,” the Com- 
mission reported. 

“tt (federal enforcement) 
lacks creativity, resources, a 
sense of urgency, a firmness 
in dealing with violators, and 
— most important — a sense of 
commitment. Time is, running 


out on the dreams of our 
forebears,” the study con- 
tinued 


Enforcement 

The Commission study also 
noted a fack of effective coor- 
dination and government-- 
wide planning for civil rights 
enforcement. As an example, 
it cited employment, where 
the Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission, the 
Labor Department's Office of 
Federal Contract Com: 
pliance, and the Civil Service- 
Commission all share respon- 
sibilities. 


However, the Commission 
did report some _im- 
provements, namely, the 
upgrading of the enforcement 
powers of the Agriculture 
Department's equal op- 
portunity office, the special 
Studies in the area of health 
and social services by the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare apart 
from its usual rights reviews, 
and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment’s reguiations requiring 
builders and developers to 
demonstrate before receiving 
aid that they have taken 
positive steps to rent or sell 
to minorities: 

The Commission also said 
the newly-formed Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
“has demonstrated energy 
and creativity in its efforts,” 
but_chastised—the~tnterior- 
Department, the four financial 
regulatory agencies, the civil 


rights offices of the Justice 
Department and HEW, the 
Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration, the Internal 
Revenue Service, and the Of- 
fice of Federal Contract Com- 
pliance 

The other regulatory agen- 
cies, the report added, do not 
enforce rights laws and 
“Continue to deny the full 
scope of “their civil rights 
responsibilities.” These in- 
clude the Civil Aeronautics 
Board, the Federal Power 
Commission, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the

Amnesty for Deserters? 


There must be a rational solution 
to the question of whether or not to 
extend amnesty to the considerable 
number of young Americans who 
fled to Canada and some European 
countries in order to avoid service 
in the armed forces of the United 
States and possible involvement in 
@ war in Southeast Asia that they 
considered unwarranted, senseless 
and immoral 

The President of the 
United States, who in this’ instance 
iS. speaking as Commander - in - 
Chief of the U.S. Armed Forces, has 
been “adamant in” his” expressed 
conviction that there should be no 
amnesty for either those who tan 
away from the war before induction 
or those who deserted after their in- 
duction, It is understandable that 
once the military relaxes its 
Specific penalties for those who 
desert after taking the oath. there 
could be pandemonium, and 
military discipline could fly out of 
the window never to return. 

The laws of the United States has 
ample provision for those who, from 
moral persuasion against killing, or 
from religious belief, do not wish to 
engage in combat. These are givén 
the status of conscientious ob! 
jectors, and may elect to serve in 
non-combatant status so as to 


avoid the guilt of blood on their 
hands and souls. 

For those young men, however 
conscientious, who chose-to run 
away from their country to foreign 
Places in order to avoid military 
service, there can be no path of 
easy return to full citizenship. To 
permit them to resume without 
penalty of any kind, their normal 
Pursuits, to give them equal access 
to jobs and prestige that many war 
veterans will not be afforded, is 
taking “sweet charity” a bit too far. 

Many of them, we read, are very 
happy With the countries of their 
adoption. So let them Stay where 
they are. A country that was foolish 
enough to send its sons out to fight 
@ meaningless war, may very well 
do so..again. If they return 
“forgiven” what will they do on 
their next test. 

Finally, we know a lot of black 
American boys who had less taste 
for military service, and less reason 
to give this country their loyalty, 
who did not tum away because 
they thought their service might, in 
Some way, open new doors of op- 
portunity for a generation of black 


‘children to come. 


For @ meaningful answer about 
amnesty for either dodgers or 
deserters, why not ask them?

A Great Humanitarian Passes 


Robert Lazarus Sr., Chairman- 
Emeritus of the Board-of F-& R 
Lazarus Co, is gone, but his 
generous and unselfish con- 
tributions towards improving the lot 
of—mankind, wilt stand like a 
towering monument of his fond 
memory forever. 

This renown merchant, civic 
leader and ~—distinguished 
humanitarian passed Sunday, Feb. 
4, in his Columbus Nome at the age 
of 82. 

He. began working for the store, 
founded by his grandfather, Simon 
Lazarus, in 1851, at the age of 10 
for 25 cents on Saturdays. After 
graduating from, Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Phi Beta Kappa, in 1912, hs 
joined the family store which did a 
million in sales that year. Fifty years 


later, in 1962, the greatly expanded . 


downtown store had its first million 
dollar day. 

In 1928, the Lazarus family 
bought the Shittito Store in Cin- 
cinnati. They subsequently joined 
with-Abraham” & Strauss of 
Brooklyn, N-Y.. Bloomingdale's in 
Manhattan, and Filene's of Boston, 
in forming Federated Dept. Stores, 
Inc. 

Robert Lazarus Sr., who was in- 


—_—strumentatin-the 


the family venture,also effectively 
applied his sharp skills in the 
development of civic, educational 
and community service projects. He 
lent his skill in the development of 
the Metropolitan Planning Com- 
mittee that coped with the many 
Serious problems following World 
War I. 


Robert Lazarus Sr. and his late 
wife, Hattie,were among the 
Original sponsors of the Council of 
Planned Parenthood, World Popula- 
tion, Intemational. The’ Community 
Chest, now the United Way Coun- 
cil, was a pet project of the couple. 
Mr. Lazarus worked 33 years with 
the CC, serving as committee head 
and-as director. 

The downtown building, now oc- 
cupied by the UWC, was a Lazarus 
Centennial Year gift, in 1951. He 
was also instrumental in the ex- 
pansion of UCC family agencies to 
the level of spreading its 
assistance more evenly among 
needy inner city residents. 

Robert Lazarus Sr. was not only a 
great humanitarian, but the Lazarus 
Downtown store set the pace in the 
area of equal employment oppor- 

_tunity for blacks. As.a result, today, 
blacks can be seen daily on the 
sales staff on virtually every floor 
and at every Lazarus outlet in 
Columbus and across. the-.nation: 
Blacks can also be found in the 
supervisory and management level 
throughout Lazarus’ massive 
operation. 


Robert Lazarus, it can be said

man, a humanitarian who dedicated 
his life to making this city and the 
nation a better place in which to 
live. Because of his many note— 
worthy contributions, his devotion 
to civic and community services, 
Robert Lazarus Sr. wrote his own 
epitaph on a monument for all to 
read for years to come.

Unpoor Houses 
For Poor? 


The sudden freeze President Nixon 
slapped on subsidized housing has 
been the subject of editorial comments 
in virtually all daily newspapers in the 
U.S, Most of the papers, as could be ex- 
pected. went along with the abrupt 
freeze. but the Wall Street Journal, in 
its Jan. 29 editorial, went so far to the 
right_that-its_position-read like a piece 
one could expect to find in the house 
organ of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The WSJ's editorial, after tracing the 
federal low-cost housing program from 
its inception some 40 years ago: and 
Citing a multiplicity of reasons why the 
freeze is a saving and grace for society, 
irritating 
suggestion: 

“Let the housing industry build new 
housing for the unpoor, and let the 
Poor move into the older housing 
thereby vacated.” . 

The article, further downgrading 
Public housing, went on to imply that 
the program was inducement of the 
“tide of Southern Black Americans to 
the cities, and that the “towering 
Public-housing complexes, no longer 
conceived as way stations for the 
working poor, but as permanent. 
gleaming shelter for the new welfare 
class,"" 

Admittedly, Mr. Nixon may or may not 
have entertained such a slavery time 
notion in slapping on the hard freeze, 
but from the way the influential Wali 
Street Journal embraced it, one gets 
the impression that the idea was con- 
ceived by its publisher, the Dow Jones 
and Co. 

The Ohio House, before closing up 
shop for the weekend, received a bill 
from.Rep. John Thompson Jr. (Cleve- 
land). calling for the creation of a $1.5 
million program of state aid to munici- 
Palities for auxiliary police units. The 
Program. according to Thompson. 
would be administered by the Dept. of 
Economic and Development, with a 
nine-man Municipal Advisory Council 
making recommendations to the direc- 
tor of the department. 


The House also adopted a resolution 
commmending Sam Britton “on—his 
resignation as ‘Minority Affairs liaison 
for the governor. Sponsored by Rep. 
Casey Jones, (D-Toledo), the resolution 
was adopted by a voice votp. 

Incidentally, Gov: Gilligan, when 
asked about Britton’s departure. from 

~his.office. said something to the effect_ 
of “don't worry, Sam will ‘be around 


“ when needed." He did not elaborate, 


but presumably meant that Britton will 
be available to lend a hand when the 
gubernatorial campaign gets underway 
next year. - 

_. Reps. William Maiiory (D. Cincinnati) 
“and C.J. McLin (D-Dayton), also in- 
troduced separate bills before the 
House recessed last year. Both 
measures call for new privileges for 
penitentiary inmates. Maliory's proposal 
would permit furloughs to prisoners un- 
der certain conditions, while McLin's 
would allow felons to be licensed as 
barbers. Both bills were automatically. 
assigned to the House Reference Com- 
mittee before-reteral to a standing com- 
mittee for hearings. 

After-a long hassle over a sizable 
limp of money two Federal judges ruted 
were due attorneys from the state cof- 
fer. the Controlling Board, which has 
bucked the ruling, had a change of 
heart and consented to shell out the 
legal fee bills. .

which promised so much and delivered 
so. little. is being dismantied. The 
problems won't go away; they'll just 
grow and fester. This budget. short on 
dollars, is the.most costly in years from 
the standpoint of the social changes 
this country so desperately needs.

There have 
developed open rallies among the white 
people and money has beén collected 
The black man has not become alarmed 
for he never believed the Klan was 
dead 

The Klan never died although the 
nation-outlawed it, It just went un- 
derground and stored the heathen 
crosses away for future use. The needs 
occurred many - times when. black 
residents tried to take up housekeeping 
in white neighborhoods. The fiery 
crosses burned brightly many a night 
and no arrests were made 

| got to thinking about the resurrec- 
tion, Does the Klan have the right to 
resurrection?

| asked a friend if he thought the Klan 
has a right to stage a comeback, since 
there aré supposed to .be black 
militants existing in groups - militants 
who allegedly collect arms and store 
them to be used later.

The Sixth District Civil Service Banquet, hosted by AFGE 
local 1148, held in the Venus and Mars Ballroom of the 
Sheraton Hotel, was a pleasant climax to the business 
sessions.

Accordingto—Mr;—Webber,-the-Federationis- working — 
towards a four day, 32 hour work week with overtime for 
anything that exceeds this amount. He also said that the use 
of contract personnel for services was depriving civil ser- 
vants of jobs. in other words, when the government gives a 
contract for janitorial services to a private firm this takes 
away a job from a person whase name may be on a civil ser- 
vice list. 

Webber also expresses. concern over the limitations that 
the Hatch Act placed on the’political activities of government 
employees. He said while it would not be desirable to get rid 
of the Hatch Act it was obvious that civil servants should 
have the same political rights as other citizens. 

The AFGE convention was a success because of a lot of 
planning and a lot of cooperation between members of the 
local organization.

t The “Afro,” for years the 
symbol of black rejection of 
shame and the lagging 
remnants of the ‘slave 
culture,” may be on its way 
out, reports February Ebony. 
For centuries the outrageious 
misnomer “good hair” meant 
the -straight, long-flowing 
tresses of most white folks. 
“Bad hair,” on the other 
hand, described the short, 
bristly variety most black 
people are born with. As a 
symbol of pride in their racial 

age... black_.Americans. 
bégan letting their hair grow 
freely in its unprocessed 
state. This practice gave rise 
to one of the most exciting 
hairstyles in the history of 
American coiffure--the 
“Natural” or “Afro. To 
blacks, the “Afro was more 
significant of a cultural trend 
than a mere fashion.

The causes of 
breast cancer: 
are unknown 


Thére is evidence that 
women with a history of this 
disease in their families are 
more likely to develop it. 
Women who are married, 
have borne children at an 
early age and have nursed 
them, appear less likely to 
develop. breast cancer than 
single women. In Puerto 
Rico, -where- targe families 
and breast feeding are 
common, the incidence of 
breast cancer is low. 

Some women ask if oral 
contraceptives can cause 
cancer. There is no evidence 
which confirms that It does, 
but because the pill does 
contain hormones and 
because “hormones do 
produce changes in the 
breast, many physicians 
advise women with a history 
of breast tumors or cysti¢ 
breast disease to use another 
method of contraception. 

Many young women 
develop breast masses that 
are noncancerous; in fact, 
about 80 per cerit are not. In 
women in’ their 30's the 
commonest cause of lumps is 
cystic breast disease. This 
common disorder causes 
pain and tenderness that 
fluctuate during the 
menstrual cycle. Though 
cystic breast disease and 
cancer often appear together, 
there is no conclusive proof 
that” cystic breast “disease” 
leads to cancer. However, it 
is important to inform your 
physician if you have suffered 
from cystic breast disease. 

The only reliable method of 
diagnosis of a tumor is by 
surgical removal of the tumor 
tissue, a biopsy. Olten the 
tissue is“ examined under-a@ 
microscope while the patient 
remains under anesthetic. If 
the tumor is not cancerdis, it 
alone is removed. If it is 
cancerous a common 
procedure is to perform a 
fadical mastectomy. The 


“breast is removed, and as a 


precaution against the 
spfead of the cancer, the 
muscie underneath and the 
tymph nodes under the arm 
are also removed, . Further

‘School Changes’ 
Prospects Seen 


Bleak and Bright 


By MICK! SELTZER 

Can the Columbus school 
system be changed? 

“Vd as soon float the 
Titanic,” was the wry com- 
ment of one observer who 
has had’ some experience 
with school systems. 

Overly pessimistic? Or 
facing reality? 

A year ago, nearly 2,000 
volunteers devoted time and 
energy to Project UNITE in 
the hopes that change could 
take place in the Columbus 
schools. 

With the passage of a year, 
| attempted in this article to 
look at the Columbus 
Schools to see what are the 
present prospects for change 
and what alternatives are 
now being offered. 

'f a debate were to take 
place on whether or not the 
Columbus schools are 
changing, both sides would 
undoubtedly present an ef- 
fective argument. Changes 
are in the planning stages 
and alternatives are being of- 
fered However, most 

* students are still unaffected. 
And many questions remain 
as to the depth of the plans. 

Just recently, a Project 
UNITE Implementation 
Report was issued by Dr. 
John Ellis, superintendent. of 
schools, indicating the 
present status of the Project 
UNITE recommendations. 

One Project UNITE task 
group chairman, who had 
devoted a great deal of time 
and effort to the project, gave 
her reaction to the report. 
She was satisfied, she said, 
with. the administration's 
response in the areas of 
vocational and special 
education, but was despon- 
dent about the prospects for 
Change in other areas. 

“ft don't blame anyone 
because | know they can't do 
anything without more 
funds,” she said, “but | don't 
think—\'d--ever- do it (par- 
ticipate in Project UNITE) 
again.’ 

Looking at the report, one 
sees that while-many of the 
recommendations are listed 
as “accepted,” it is unclear 
whether they are being im- 
plemented to the extent that 
the task group had in mind. 

For instance, a recom- 
mendation that children be 
given opportunities to 
Progress at their. own rates 
was “accepted,” but com- 
ments on the report refer only 
to. its. implementation with 
special education students. 
There is no indication as to 
whether or not this recom- 
mendation will ever be im- 
plemented for the total 
school population 

While many 
mendations are listed as 
“rejected” due to lack of 
funds, some critics point out 
that funds could be found 
with a reordering of priorities. 

Two areas which were 
given priority, staff develop- 
ment and buildings, could 
have a possible impact if 
their influence goes deep 
enough 

Under the five-year 
building program now in 
Progress as a result of 

“passage of last Fall's* bond 
issue, each school in the 
system will eventually have a 
building committee. No mat- 
ter how smail the building 
program is for that particular 
school, the committee will be 
instructed to consider the 
overall program of the school 
before deciding on building 
specifications. 

The ability of these com- 
mittees to effect change will 
depend on the make-up of 
the committees and the. ac- 
tual power that” ‘the con- 
mittees are able to wield. 

Four of the new buildings 
to be constructed have been 
designated as developmental 
learning centers. Set for two 
elementaries and two junior 
highs, these schools will in- 
clude not only the population 
of the communities in which 
they are located but will be 
large enough to act as a 
magnet for those who wish to 
attend from other areas. 

Committees to pian these 
schools will include people 
from the neighborhood as 
well as the community at 
large. Since the centers are 
designated to be innovative 

and-will be starting with 
brand new buildings, their 


recom- 


re 


potential is great. But many 
questions remain 

Will the committee makeup 
be so diverse that the schools 
can only end up as a com- 
promise between diverse 
views of education? Why was 
no consideration given to 
bringing together a group of 
people who agreed at the on- 
set of particutar goals for a 
school? 

Also, Why wait on new 
buildings--when develop- 
mental leaming centers could 
‘be set up in already existing 
schools? Two years ago a 
developmental learning 
center committee was 
set up and developed a 
detailed proposal for such a 
center, but its plan was never 
implemented. 

While there are no 
developmental leaming cen- 
ters designated at the high 
school level, the Metropolitan 
Career Center planned for 
the Ft. Hayes area will offer 
one alternative. Under the 
direction of Jack Gibbs, for- 
mer East High principal, the 
Center offers some _ in- 
teresting possibilities. 

Planners for the Career 
Center envision its use for 
pre-professional and college 
courses, as well as vocational 
courses. Working closely 
with the community,.the Cen- 
ter-might include such ser- 
vices as an on-site dental 
clinic. Programs might be of- 
fered in conjunction with 
retail stores and industry, as 
well as in cooperation with 
OSU. * 

As. the Columbus schoo! 
system begins to- offer alter- 
natives, “what will .be the 
prospects for students who 
are nat in the immediate 
neighborhood to take ad- 
vantage of these programs? 

At present, students have 
the option of changing 
schools if the change will im- 
prove the school’s ratio 
belance (toward integration); 
if they wish to take advantage 
of a vocational program not 
available in their school or if 
they have special handicaps 
or problems which require 
social programs. In the first 
two instances, students have 
had to use their own steam to 
get to their chosen schools. 

A possible change in the 
transportation policy may 
now be on the horizon. A 
transportation committee has 
been working since last Fall 
to determine how tran- 
sportation can be provided 
for these programs. First 
Priority set by the Board was 
transportation for vocational 
Programs but the committee 
is also considering what tran- 
sportation can be_provided 
for students transferring | to 
“improve racial balance: 

Francis Rudy, chairman of 
the committee, said the com- 
mittee’s report will come 
before the Board within-the 
next month. 

A look at present alter- 
natives in Columbus schools 
reveals that federal funding 
has had a part in several of 
them. Ohio State University 
has also played a role in get- 
‘ting some of the programs 
Started. 


Following Is a sampling of 


some of the alternatives that 
have come to my attention. It 
iS not intended to be com- 
plete but will give some idea 
as to what alternatives the 
Columbus system presently 
offers. 

On the elementary level, 
the arts impact program, 
initiated in 1970 at Cranbrook 
and Eastgate schools, has 
gained an enthusiastic 
response within the school 
system. 

The program aims to im- 
prove the "quality of living” 
at the schools by providing a 
varied range of art ex- 
perience for children. A team 
of specialists in dance, 
drama, music and visual arts 
is brought into the schools to 
work with students and 
teachers. 

it is felt that the changes 
that are brought about in the 
school atmosphere can lead 
to significant improvment in 
learning in all aspects of the 
school's instructional 
program. 

Convine “Si pro- 
gram’s worth the administra- 
tion expanded it into four 
more schools after the first 
year and it is now in 12 


schools. 

The same success will be 
more difficult to attain in the 
other schools, however, since 
federal funds available for 
training teachers in the initial 
program are no longer there. 
While Columbus has com- 
mitted funds for teams of 
specialists “at the other 
schools, it cannot maintain 
funds at the original high 
level. It is hoped, though, that 
the other. schools can gain 
from the original schools’ ex- 
periences. 

Another program which 
began with federal funding in 
cooperation with OSU was a 
reading and _ informal class- 
room. program initiated at 
Kent and Indianola schools. 
Indianola has continued with 
the informal structure, al- 
though federal funding has 
been discontinued. At Kent, 
some teachers kept the in- 
formal structures but many 
returned -to_-the—traditional 
classroom. 

Thurber Elementary schoo! 
has a directive teaching pro- 
ject which began last Fall, in. 
cooperation with OSU, where 
the “school's environment 
(was to be) arranged so that 
students (would) receive 
positivereinforcement._for 
their learning.” The program 
is individualized for each stu- 


“dent to progress at his own 


rate. The school includes 
students with learning disor- 
ders from outside the 
school's attendance area, as 
well “as students from the 
neighborhood. 

A pilot program is career 
education is being offered in 
11 schools in the North end 
at both the elementary and 
junior high level. Purpose of 
this program is to help 
students gain a better under- 
standing of various careers 
and a greater respect for the 
dignity of work and the 
worker, Students have a 
chance to watch workers at 
their jobs and discuss, their 
work with them. 

Federal funds have for 
several years provided ad- 
ditional staff and programs 
for some inner city schools. 
Of particular note is Project 
SEED (Special Elementary 
Education for Disadvantaged) 
which was begun in Colum- 
bus this yéar for fourth and 
fifth graders in five elemen- 
tary schools.

Franklin Jr. High is one of 
two junior high schools sup- 
ported by the model cities 
Program. The program has 
meant a great deal to 
Franklin, whose atmosphere 
has “improved 400 percent” 
as’ a result of the program, 
according to John Hilliard, 
assistant principal who has 
been at the school since 
1963. 

In_addition to staff develop- 


ment, modet cities funds have- 


provided additional per- 
sonnel, and equipment for in- 
dustrial arts and mechanized 
learning, including an entire 
mobile lab for reading and 
math. Model cities has also 
enabled the schoo! to alter its 
Program to make it more 
relevant to its students, 

Other changes at the junior 
high level appear to be 
minimal.

One of the problem is a 
system as large as Columbus 
is that a list of new programs 
may make it look as if there is 
a lot-of change taking place, 
but a majority of the students 
can still go through the sys- 
tem without being touched by 
any of it. People observing 
the central administration 
over the last several years are 
@ncouraged by what appears 
to be more receptiveness.to 
change, but many also won- 
*der if it’s possible to change 
the system. They recall pro- 
grams which have been 
initiated in the past then 
dropped.
